MINISTRY OF JOHN 


John the Baptist, as a forerunner 
of Jesus, clothed in a garment of 
camel hair and a leathern girdle, 
whose living was the meager fare the 
wilderness afforded—locust and wild 
honey—came preaching, “The king- 
dom of God is at hand,” and calling 
men everywhere to repent and pro- 
phesying as the Holy Ghost moved on 
him, “I indeed baptize you with wa- 
ter unto repentance: but he that 
cometh after me is mightier than I, 
whose shoes I am not worthy to bear; 
he shall baptize you with the HOLY 
GHOST and with fire,” referring to 
Jesus who would be the Lamb of God 
and who would later die as a sacrifice 
for the sins of all men, who would 
shed His blood that men might be 
sanctified, and who Himself said to 
His little band of faithful disciples: “If 
ye love me keep my commandments.” 
“And I will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you for ever; 
even the Spirit of truth; whom the 
world cannot receive, because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him: but 
ye know him, for he dwelleth with 
you, and shall be IN you.” He is here 
telling the disciples that He will soon 
fulfil His work or mission in the world, 
and will go back to the Father to sit 
down at His right hand until the 
time He is to return for the saints, 
but although He is to leave them, He 
who had been their Teacher, Com- 
forter, and Master, would not leave 
them long without comfort and spiri- 
tual guidance in a world that was 
against them, for He was going back 
to the Father and send them the Holy 
Ghost, not to just dwell with them 
and move upon them at times, as He 
had moved upon the shepherd boy 
David and had given him strength to 
slay a lion and a bear, and at another 
time the giant Goliath, who had de- 
fied all the armies of Israel; not as 
He had moved upon Sampson and 
given him strength to carry off the 
gates of Gaza, to which his enemies 
had bound him; not as He had moved 
upon the prophet Elijah, giving him 
strength to outrun the swift horses 
of Ahab; but the Holy Ghost was to 
be poured out upon these believers, 
and was to be IN them, abiding with 
them, making them a living temple of 
the Holy Ghost, witnessing by speak- 
ing in other tongues that He (the 
Holy Ghost) was abiding within the 
believers, and guiding them into truth 
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and righteousness, giving them power 
to overcome the forces of Satan that 
they might be witnesses for God un- 
to the uttermost parts of the earth. 
They were not promised a spirit that 
would just rest or move upon them at 
certain intervals, but, if they would 
be true to God and keep His com- 
mandments, one that would abide, or 
live within them FOREVER. 


PURPOSE 

The purpose of God in baptizing 
the believer in the Holy Ghost (and 
God always has a purpose in all that 
He does) is to give him a force with- 
in himself (the believer) greater than 
himself, which will fortify him against 
the powers of Satan, and give him 
power to testify both by living a life 
of holiness before all men, and by 
word of testimony that Jesus is the 
Savior of the world, and that His say- 
ings are all true. Man is a trinity, con- 
sisting of spirit, soul and body. The 
apostle Paul in writing to the Thessa- 
lonians, said, “And the very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly: and I pray 
God your whole SPIRIT, and SOUL, 
and BODY be preserved blameless un- 
to the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Man being a spirit is God-conscious 
and has a desire within him to wor- 
ship and commune with God. This is 
said to be present in the savage who, 
not knowing of the Lord God, wor- 
ships the sun or moon or stars. Being 
a soul he is self-conscious. The soul is 
the seat of affection, desires and emo- 
tions. Jesus said to the disciples while 
in the garden, “My soul is exceeding 
sorrowful,” realizing what He was soon 
to suffer. Then because man is also 
a natural body of flesh and blood, he 
is world-conscious, or in the natural 
state loves and follows after those 
things that his fleshly nature desires. 
There is in existence TWO GREAT 
POWERS, the power for good which 
is God and the power for evil which 
is Satan. Man being weaker is gov- 


erned or controlled by a force outside 
himself, as the tide is governed by 
the moon, or the steel rail is made 
to expand by the rays from the far- 
off sun. When man refuses to listen 
to the voice of God and his own con- 
science prompting him to do good and 
to forsake all evil, he is listening to 
the evil spirit of Satan, and by follow- 
ing the leadings of this evil spirit he 
sins and gives over to the cravings 
and desires of his flesh, and “re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto 
him: neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually discerned.” 
(1 Cor. 2:14). However, the man that 
is a believer and has had his sins 
forgiven and experienced the new 
birth, who has been sanctified by the 
blood of Christ and cleansed from 
sin, consecrated and dedicated to 
God, is a vessel unto honor and a fit 
subject for the Holy Ghost to come 
into, that he might be as the apostle 
Paul wrote to the Ephesians, “FILLED 
WITH THE SPIRIT.” So if one is bap- 
tized or filled with the Holy Ghost, he 
will be controlled by the Spirit of God 
and will be a good man out of whose 
heart proceed good things. So this 
power the disciples (and all believers 
who earnestly desire and seek after 
this blessing) were to receive, was a 
power enabling them to overcome the 
power of Satan, and giving them 
the Holy Ghost fire or a burning zeal 
to carry the gospel message of salva- 
tion to a lost world. 

We have considered the purpose of 
the Spirit baptism, now let us go back 
to the fulfilled promise when 

THE HOLY GHOST WAS GIVEN 

The one hundred and twenty be- 
lievers who had witnessed the ascen- 
sion of Christ from the Mount of 
Olives into a cloud of glory, remem- 
bered that He had promised them 
another Comforter if they would 
tarry in the City of Jerusalem until 
they should be endued with power 
from on high, and went into the up- 
per room filled with the joy of the 
Lord and with faith in His promise. 
After tarrying, continually praising 
and blessing God out of their hearts 
of love, the promised outpouring was 
given and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost and began to speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit gave 
the utterance. Not only was the one 
hundred and twenty blessed that day, 
but as men from every nation under 
heaven (at that time) came to see 
this strange thing that was taking 
place, and as the apostle Peter began 
to preach Jesus to them, telling them 
to repent and they, too, could also 
have this baptism of the Spirit, three 
thousand souls were added to the 
number that day. Thus we see the 
Church of God was born in a Pente- 
costal revival.

Washington “Weittest City in 

ountry” 

This is the charge made against 
Washington by Bishop Edwin Holt 
Hughes speaking at a union service at 
Springfield, Ill. The bishop deplored 
the dangers of the 500,000 young peo- 
ple under 29 years of age working 
there. Further commenting on the 
situation, Bishop Hughes stated that 
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“drinking and drunkenness in Wash- 
ington are fearful.” “The per capita 
liquor consumption in Washington, 
he said, is twice that of the State of 
Nevada, which, he pointed out, had 
for many years held the title of 
‘leading the American booze parade.’ ” 
There has been strong reaction to 
Bishop Hughes’ charges, however 
there has been a “unified program” 
adopted by twenty Protestant 
churches of Washington to try to re- 
duce the “moral laxity” and increase 
of juvenile delinquency, which in some 
sense agrees with his statement. The 
National Civic League recently issued 
a news release supporting Bishop 
Hughes’ contention that “Washington 
outdrinks the nation,” according to 
editor of The Protestant Voice. 


Oklahoma and Religious Schools 


A report to the effect that “four 
times as many week-day schools of 


_religion” will be established during 


the next school term, for fourth, fifth 
and sixth grade pupils, as were in 
operation last year should be of great 
interest to churches’ everywhere.

The Possibilities of Birth Control 


Dr. Edgar Schmiedler speaking rel- 
ative to “birth control” said that “In 
the United States at large, 42 per cent 
of the married women have no chil- 
dren whatever or only one child; in 
the country at large, only one-third 
of the married women have a suffi- 
cient number of children to keep the 
population of the country even at a 
stationary level; in the country at 
large the urban birth rate has fallen 
so low that all American cities of 
100,000 and more would, in three gen- 
erations or 100 years, fall to one-third 
of their present size if left without 
accessions to their population from 
the outside. That is, a city of 300,000 
in three generations would fall to a 
city of 100,000.” The possible tragedy 
of birth control can be seen, as 
threatening the safety of the nation 
as compared to the increase of other 


nations.

Judge Invites Pastors To Hear 
Juvenile Cases 


Circuit Judge Michael Scott, of St. 
Louis, is reported to be one of the few 
judges who picture Christ as over- 
looking the judge’s table. He has in- 
vited pastors of the Metropolitan 
Church Federation to sit at the coun- 
cil table with him as he reviews cases 
of juvenile delinquency. Judge Scott 
is of the opinion that the Church is 
a great moral force in shaping and 
determining the destiny of children, 
he further purposes to give the 
Church a chance to act in stamping 
out juvenile crimes and to use its in- 
fluence and power for the good of the 
community which it serves. 


Religion in British Schools 


R. A. Butler, president of the Board 
of Education, at a meeting of the 
World Congress of Faiths, in his ad- 
dress stated that the “British Govern- 
ment is seeking a definite and assured 
place” for religion in the schools and 
that all-children shall have the op- 
portunity of being brought up in the 
faith of their parents.” This at least 
would be as fair with religion as with 
other theories, many of which are 
false sciences.

INTRODUCTION 

The Apostle, being a Jew and having 
been raised in Tarsus, a Greek city, 
was familiar with Greek customs, 
games, mytholo- 
gies, etc., which he 
again and again 
uses to a good ad- 
vantage in gospel 
illustrations, like 
our Lord used the 
parables of natural 
things to illustrate 
Spiritual or heav- 
enly things. 

In tests and 
trials, he was 
thinking how 
much the Chris- 
tian in his race 
was like the ordi- 
nary runner in 
Greek foot races. 


1. He points out how all the run- 
ners in such races would run hoping 
to obtain the prize. 2. He points out 
that though all ran in such races, 
that “one obtaineth the prize.” 3. He 
admonished the Corinthian Chris- 
tians, “So run, that ye may obtain.” 

FACING THE JUDGES 

In verse twenty-five Paul tells us 
that “every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things.” 
Tnis self-control or “temperance” in 
all things, so far as a contestant in a 
foot race was concerned, was that his 
habits of life must be in keeping with 
what would promote his physical pos- 
sibilities of fitness for the day of the 
race. His diet, his exercise, his rest 
and all needed preparation for the 
final race course, was carefully scruti- 
nized by the judges of the contest. All 
this physical training and prepara- 
tion of ten months was spent intent 
“to obtain a corruptible crown.” If 
they would go through all this rigor- 
ous workout and discipline of the 
judges, “to obtain a  corruptible 
crown,” much more the Christian 
should obey the discipline of Christ “to 
obtain an incorruptible” crown. Theirs 
was but a garland, a wreath, the 
stephanos; but ours will be a crown 
of life, a crown of glory. Theirs would 
soon fade away, but ours “fadeth not 
away.” 1 Peter 5:4. In verse 26 Paul 
tells us, “I therefore so run.” Yes, 
like as these young contestants would 
prepare for and finally run the race, 
which would decide the winner, God 
has put His saints on exhibition be- 


* fore the world, to prepare for and to 


live the Christian life; to “run with 
patience the race that is set before 
us,” Heb. 12:1, that at the end the 
Righteous Judge may declare us

“overcomers,” winners through the 
grace of Christ. 
THE PRIZE FIGHTER 

Gliding quickly from the race 
course, the apostle thinks next of the 
prize fighter, how he prepares to slug 
with his opponent, and adds simply, 
“So fight I.” I am not only running 
the Christian race, he tells us, but 
there is also conflict in this race and 
I have to slug it out with my common 
foe—Satian. He quickly shot back with 
the words “not as one that beateth 
the air.” He was not missing. He had 
no time for pranks. He was serious. 
He was up against a mighty foe. Un- 
like prize fighters who would strike 
into the air and purposely miss their 
opponents, or the shadow boxers, he 
did not pretend in order to fool his 
contestant; he must fight “a good 
fight”; every moment must count, 
— every stroke must weaken the 
oe. 

SELF-DISCIPLINE 

“But I keep my body, and bring it 
into subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to 
others, I myself should be a casta- 
way,” 1 Cor. 9:27. He means here that 
I obey the rules of the contest, lest I 
be disqualified by the judge. If a 
fighter strikes below the belt, he may 
lose the fight by being disqualified. 
Paul could have been, and we can 
must certainly be disqualified if we do 
not “practice what we preach.” We 
must obey the instructions laid down 
of God for ministers. We are to be 
“ensamples” and we cannot violate 
God’s Word or plan for us and win in 
this fight. To “keep under” literally 
meant to give himself a black eye. 
There were times when the apostle 
had to turn on himself and line him- 
self up. To do so may cause self-denial, 
hardship, and suffering; this would be 
“a black eye”; he must suffer in some 
form of crucifixion with Christ. Most 
of us enjoy giving the other fellow 
“a black eye” but few of us wish to 
turn on ourselves and do in many 
cases what we ask the other fellow 
to do. If, however, we are “crucified 
with Christ,” we shall live; “yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me,” Gal. 2: 
20. “If we suffer with him, we shall 
also reign with him,” 2 Tim. 2:12. 

DISQUALIFIED MINISTERS 


There are many ministers who to- 
day do not keep the “training rules” 
and are, therefore, disqualifed by the 
Lord Himself. They go on preaching 
great sermons, skinning and club- 
bing; lifting the standard so high 
that there are few who can meet it, 
and one which they most certainly 
have not met themselves. They are in 
their opinion about the whole show, 
but they bear no fruit. God does not 
use them because He cannot. Years 
past they may have gotten out of His 


will, and may have overridden the 
wooing of the Holy Ghost, as a re- 
sult they have become critical and 
hard in their ministry and therefore 
unfruitful in their ministry and lives. 
Ministers are the representatives of 
Christ and they are supposed to live 
and act like Christ. It is no wonder 
some are not wanted. They have not 
been humble, faithful, patient and 
holy before God and His _ people. 
There is a difference in “shaking 
yourself” and breaking the withes 
that bind. 


RUNNING AND FORGETTING 

Still fighting, but also running, in 
Phil. 3:13 Paul tells us, “I count not 
myself to have apprehended (at- 
tained): but this one thing I do, for- 
getting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before.” His mind 
reflects again to the race course. Like 
the runners, he has not reached the 
end of the race. He, therefore, fully 
realizes that he has not “attained” 
what Christ apprehended him for 
when He called him to preach the 
gospel. But “forgetting” things about 
him and all those who may be “be- 
hind” him, he has his eyes set fast 
upon the goal of the Christian race. 
He thinks not of other runners be- 
hind him. To do so would cause his 
aim, his mind to waver and soon his 
competitor would dash by him and 
he would have lost the race. He is 
simply resolved to do one thing and 
that is “to reach forth” as if to grasp 
the “stepnanos” or crown at the end 
of the race. Yes, this is exactly what 
he tells us he has in mind, in verse 
fourteen. He intensified his effort. He 
not only is “reaching forth” but is 
actually “pressing” toward the “prize” 
of the high calling of God in Cnrist 
Jesus. Tnere were difficulties ior 
him, and there are hindrances for the 
rest of us but we reach by the “eye 
of faith” for furtherance of joy and 
Christian perfection incident to His 
appearing and qualification of our- 
selves for “the prize.” Here again as 
before, the “prize” was a wreath, a 
garland, simply a “stephanous” as a 
reward of the runners in “foot races.” 
The apostle, however, had in mind 
the “incorruptible crown” of life, the 
“crown that fadeth not away.” 


A GOOD FIGHT 

Two things had filled the apostle’s 
whole life: 1. Running the “race” of 
life beset with difficulties and dan- 
gers. 2. Fighting every inch of the 
way if needs be, leaving no question 
as to his ambition or purpose. There- 
fore, when he had come to the end of 
the way, he could reflect as if he were 
a contestant standing before or about 
to stand before the judges or referees 
of a pugilistic battle in which he had

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It is high time to record, for the 
benefit of Christian circles in 
America which are all too prone 
to regard Christians in Germany 
as “slackers,” a few of the major 
achievements of the German 
Church. 











At the moment of writing it is just 
exactly one year since the good ship 
Drottningholm docked in the Hudson 
River and put a period to my six-year 
pastorate among the Americans resi- 
dent in Berlin. 

Since then I have zealously em- 
ployed both the oral and the written 
word to describe the nature of Ger- 
man religiosity, the vicious assaults 
of Nazism on the Christian Church, 
and the increasingly successful resist- 
ance of the Christian faith to Hitler- 
ism. But both in the United States and 
during my recent visit to England I 
have encountered a hard core of dis- 
belief or incredulity among Christians 
who seem reluctant, despite their ad- 
miration for Pastor Niemoeller, to 
credit the German Church with any- 
thing more than wishy-washy inde- 
cision or, in fact, supine acquiescence. 

RECENT ACHIEVEMENTS 

Granting that the German Church 
is guilty of gross sins both of omis- 
sion and commission (what church is 
not?), the reports that have filtered 
out of the Reich in the last year are 
particularly gratifying, not merely be- 
cause they tempt some of us to Say, 
“T told you so!” but because they re- 
veal the true extent of unsuspected 
Christian activity. 

Let me list some of the major vic- 
tories of the Church in the last couple 
of years. They are the result of direct 
action on the part of Christian lead- 
ers. First of all, two separate attempts 
on the part of rabid Nazis to dissolve 
the German Church within the last 
two years have been thwarted without 
compromise; second, German home 
missions have been snatched from 
“co-ordination” into the Nazi Welfare 
Agency (NSV);_ third, Christian 
churches in the annexed areas (e. g., 
Poland and Alsace) have been rescued 
from the acute danger of dissolution; 
fourth, the reason we do not hear 
about euthanasia (mercy killing) any 
more is that an aroused Christian 
public opinion put a stop to it when 
even the medical profession was 
powerless; fifth, religious education 
has been extended into post-confirma- 
tion and adult groups throughout the 
country; sixth, a nation-wide evan- 
gelistic program has been instituted 
and is spreading with great success, 
particularly in industrial areas like 
the Ruhr; seventh, Christian ministry 
has brought incalculable amelioration 
to the plight of prisoners of war, espe- 
cially the Russians whom _ the Red 
Cross could not reach; ninth, sympa- 
thetic friends right in the armies of 
occupation have enabled Christians in 
subjugated lands to pursue an other- 
wise impossible course of action; tenth, 
the German Church has exploited the 
war to promote a spirit of ecumenicity 
at home, in occupied countries and 
even on the German front through the 
work of chaplains. 
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The time when Hitler with impunity 
might have deprived the German 
Church of its corporative rights is 
irretrievably gone. Before the war his 
policy was based on his belief that the 
Church would die a natural death, and 
a large number of German church 
members agreed with him. Apparently 
he was convinced at the outbreak of 
war that a quick Nazi conquest of Eu- 
rope would only hasten the demise. 
But in the last two years, beginning 
with the Russian campaign, new spir- 
itual strength has risen rapidly in the 
Supposedly superannuated church. 
This access of new power has already 
reached high government circles. 

Coincident with an attempt to re- 
place Christian confirmation in March, 
1942, with a Nazi Pledge Day there oc- 
curred an attempt to disinherit the 
Church, but the two great bodies of 
Christians mobilized their forces to 
such a good effect that some high 
government officials threatened to re- 
sign if the Church was touched. Again 
and again come reports of the inter- 
vention of influential state or army 
officers in matters concerning the 
Church. Holland is an outstanding ex- 
ample. Dutch Church leaders do not 
deny that their successful opposition 
to typical Nazi measures (such as the 
Jewish persecution) is largely owing 
to the partial protection afforded by 
friendly Germans! Most Germans, it 
must be remembered, would not dare 
to expose themselves without the 
moral support of the Christian com- 
munion at home. 


The German Army had always used 
Christian faith to bolster troop morale 
but now the nazified High Command 
has substituted Rosenberg’s ideology 
for Christian principles. This ersatz 
has proved to be a_ disappointment 
and, as a consequence, many of the 
lesser officers have given loose rein 
to the chaplains and even to the en- 
listed ministers to work freely in the 
ranks. The Government saw the dan- 
ger too late and its attempt to dis- 
place the chaplains or to forbid draft- 
ed ministers to perform pastoral func- 
tions are being disregarded. The Ro- 
man Church has protested against 
what it believes to be a fixed policy 
of the Nazi regime to decimate the 
ranks of the clergy by exposing priests 
and pastors to unusual dangers which 
have occasioned an average 10 per 
cent loss of life in this one profes- 
sional category. In certain instances 
religious orders or seminaries have 
lost 15 to 20 per cent of their men at 
the front. On the other hand, many of 
the clergy have been decorated for 
bravery and this—together with their 
exemplary conduct in camp life—has 
exercised great influence over the 
minds of religiously indifferent sol- 
diers and officers. Owing to the 
wholesale dilution of Himmler’s S. S. 
Army in an effort to achieve military 
domination by weight of numbers, the 
“corrupting influence” of Christianity 
is even at work within that citadel of 
Nazism where Hitlerism must make 
its final stand. Not even I in my most 


sanguine moments would have antici- 
pated such a development so soon. 
But, on good authority, that is the lat- 
est report from inside the Reich. Of 
course there are no chaplains in the 
S. S. Army, but in the first-aid sta- 
tions and hospitals thousands of Bi- 
bles and religious tracts are circulat- 
ing even though new printings have 
become virtually impossible. 
GERMAN YOUTH 

As a result of the leavening activity 
of several thousand pastors, the Chris- 
tian Student Movement has seized a 
new hold on German youths. Of 
course, this is true not only at the 
front under the spiritual demands of 
bitter warfare but at home among the 
youngsters in whom a sense of disap- 
pointment and _ disillusionment is 
growing. Statistical records show that 
large numbers of German boys and 
girls are being effectively “immunized” 
(aS one account says) against the 
blandishments of Hitlerian ideology. 

In Pomerania, at about the time of 
the nation-wide Nazi “confirmation,” 
to which I referred above, mass ar- 
rests of Bible study groups (aged 16 
and 17) were resorted to without shak- 
ing the Christian testimony of youths. 
On the Catholic side, a group of boys 
in Baden requested the promised per- 
mission to leave a Hitler youth camp 
for Sunday service. At first they were 
refused but their tenacity won out and 
400 of them marched off to participate 
in the communion service. 

A further illustration: In the Rhine- 
land last summer there was held a 
training camp for 18-year-old boys 
who were being prepared for the army. 
The camp was organized by the S. S. 
to secure candidates for the S. S. Army 
and many inducements—better pay, 
faster promotion, favored status in 
civilian life—were offered. But of 200 
boys only 16 registered in this anti- 
Christian organization! 

It cannot be denied that a certain 
amount of re-education will be neces- 
sary in Germany, but the Church has 
already begun the job and its quiet 
work has produced results. Christian 
confirmation today means much more 
than it meant a generation ago when 
that ceremony merely represented a 
kind of social debut. The reason for 
the change is to be found in a popu- 
lar realization that Christian teaching 
answers certain questions which na- 
tional socialism cannot answer. There- 
fore, catechetical instruction has tak- 
en on a new significance, and a large 
majority of all German children are 
still being confirmed! 

CHRISTIAN LEADERSHIP 


Adults are looking at the Christian 
Church with a new interest. There is 
plenty of criticism in their scrutiny 
but the general attitude is well ex- 
pressed by one of the labor represen- 
tatives who meets with Christian lead- 
ers to talk over post-war plans. 

“Do you know of any other force 
which can be regarded as essential for 
future reconstruction? If not, why do 
you not say that we regard in common 
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the Christian Church as the essential 
force with which to begin rebuilding 
society?” 

In short, the German Church—like 
the British and American churches— 
is faced with an urgent demand for 
still bolder leadership. The names of 
Martin Niemoeller, Bishop von Galen, 
Cardinal Faulhaber, Bishop Wurn and 
many others are inextricably associ- 
ated with the only institution that has 
not been subjugated by the Nazi total- 
itarians; namely, the Church of 
Christ. 

Bishop Wurn, who has emerged as 
the acknowledged leader of the Luth- 
eran Church, protested publicly to Dr. 
Goebbels last December: “In your 
propaganda to the Russian people you 
say, ‘Adolph Hitler and the German 
Army wish to restore freedom to re- 
ligion to the Russian people,’ but 
among us in Germany you work in a 
quite opposite direction. You are try- 
ing to drive the German people away 
from the Church.” He compared blunt- 
ly the flood of anti-Christian pamph- 
lets with the halting trickle per- 
mitted to issue from the Christian 
press. 

Christian leadership, both Catholic 
and Protestant, has become bolder as 
a result of the popular confidence 
placed in it. Regular Sunday services 
are much better attended than they 
have been in many years and special 
“religious weeks” draw huge crowds in 
the industrial cities. Naturally, the 
preachers are not advocating political 
rebellion. This is not conceived to be 
the task of the Church. Instead there 
is a strong feeling that the founda- 
tions of a new order must be built in 
the spirit. The Church is quietly at 
work on these spiritual foundations. 

However, immediate practical prob- 
lems are not neglected. Where the 
Church was not morally strong enough 
to prevent anti-Semitic outbursts, it 
has, of course, not been able to stop 
them. But when the whole story of the 
Christian help to the Jews is written 
it will be found that many a life was 
saved by quiet Christian intervention. 
The churches of Germany have never 
acknowledged the legality of the so- 
called “Aryan laws,” although certain 
pastors approved them. 

More striking is the effective aid 
given to Russian prisoners who were 
not protected by the Geneva Conven- 
tion because the USSR had never 
signed the pact which regulates the 
treatment of war prisoners. Even the 
Nazi government would have been 
glad to treat the prisoners humanely 
if there had been any indication of 
similar treatment of German prison- 
ers in Russia. But the Russians stead- 
fastly refused to let a single word con- 
cerning the fate of German war pris- 
oners reach the outside world. In spite 
of this situation, the German Church 
has been largely responsible for get- 
ting their authorities, at last, to feed 
and treat Russians like other prison- 
ers. 

Beyond this, countless farmers all 
over Germany, to whom Russian and 
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Polish prisoners had been assigned 
as day laborers, have risked their lives 
to feed and clothe the men decently. 
I knew of cases in which estate own- 
ers carried surplus food to their pris- 
oners secretly in the dead of night 
because they could not put starving 
men to work. They do this even 
though they are prohibited from wor- 
shipping in the same church with 
“slave labor.” The Church represents 
the one bond they have in common. 


IN OCCUPIED LANDS 

A great cleft today divides Nazi Ger- 
many from every other nation in Eu- 
rope, although each conquered coun- 
try has provided a certain number of 
little Hitlers who have tried to pre- 
tend that the day of European union 
has arrived. On the other hand strong 
bands of fellowship now bind the Ger- 
man churches to the other continental 
communions. Incredible as it seems, 
the armies of occupation carried 
Christian ambassadors who, very 
quietly, are knitting church to church 
in a common front. Both the Roman 
and the Lutheran churches in Ger- 
many have recently gone on record 
in opposition to the Nazi policy of oc- 
cupation. Naturally, their protests 
were couched in language which might 
appeal to national self-interest. For 
the first time the German Church 
dared to criticize Nazi foreign policy 
but it is not the first time that aid 
and comfort have been supplied to 
the alleged “enemies.” 

Indeed it was the Christians from 
Germany who first helped the Chris- 
tian forces in Norway and Holland to 
organize an effective resistance to the 
customary Nazi measures. This state- 
ment is not intended in any way to 
subtract from the glory of men like 
Bishop Berggrav in Norway and Prof. 
Kraemer in the Netherlands, but 
merely to indicate that Martyrs find 
friends even in the midst of the en- 
emy. A Catholic news agency (CIP) 
reports that six German chaplains 
were executed secretly for giving food 
to starving Greeks.

licity to many unsuspected aspects of 
the German Church situation. My 
purpose has been merely to present 
certain underemphasized facts and to 
insist that, for better or worse, Ger- 
man Christianity is still a force to be 
reckoned with. Not long ago a Nazi 
periodical took editorial alarm in ob- 
serving that the influence of religion 
was beginning to constitute a definite 
danger to national socialism. A Berlin 
paper (DAZ), not owned by the party, 
comes closer to the gist of the matter 
in connecting the rising interest in re- 
ligion with the soul-shaking experi- 
ences that the nation has suffered 
since the start of the Russian cam- 
paign: “Christian faith gives the cer- 
tainty that the dear ones whom we 
have given away will enter into the 
house of God through the grace of 
salvation.” 

It is interesting to hear that Dr. 
Goebbels, who has never been suspect- 
ed of possessing any religious prin- 
ciples or even a moral standard, 
should have felt constrained to weep 
alligator tears amid the ruins of St. 
Hedwig’s Catholic Cathedral in Berlin 
after a recent raid. But it is more in- 
teresting to hear that Protestant 
churches offered their sanctuaries to 
the Catholic congregation. The evo- 
lution of interconfessional cooperation 
has proceeded rapidly during the past 
year, albeit without the papal bless- 
ing. 

The one great threat to the German 
Church now is the lack of students for 
the ministry. Parishes are falling va- 
cant in great numbers and it is be- 
coming increasingly difficult to capi- 
talize on the reviving religious inter- 
est of the people. Perhaps there is a 
second threat even greater than the 
first; namely, that British and Ameri- 
can Christians, by some unchristian 
act in connection with the prosecution 
of the war or, as is more likely, in con- 
nection with the planning of peace, 
may jeopardize or discredit the faith 
which the German people seem to be 
depositing once more in the spiritual 
leadership provided by their church.— 
Christianity and Crisis.

Facing the ugly fact of Christian 
persecution, an organization has been 
formed—complete details of which 
will be announced soon, called “The 
Christian Civil Liberties League.” 
Members of the Executive Committee 


include some of the most noted and 
outstanding men of God in America 
today. Contact is being made with 
Christian attorneys in all parts of the 
country. Like Paul of old, churchmen 
are now prepared “for the defense and 
confirmation of the gospel.” Philip- 
pians 1:7. 

The article referred to above ex- 
plaining how Patrick Henry defended 
preachers of the gospel is as follows: 

“If I have rightly understood,” said 
Patrick Henry, “the King’s attorney 
has framed an indictment for the pur- 
pose of arraigning and punishing by 
imprisonment, these three inoffensive 
persons before the bar of this court,

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In the Acts of the Apostles, Luke 
continues the account of Christianity 
begun in the Gospel which bears his 
name. We notice in his first words, 
Acts 1:1, “The former treatise of what 
Jesus did and taught through the 
Holy Spirit.” So before us we have the 
Holy Spirit filling the scene. 


Our lesson, Acts 2:1-4, should be 
carefully read with special attention 
given to verse 4, the first clause, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” Filled is used here in the past 
tense, yet the word fill means to put 
or pour into, till no more can be re- 
ceived; to occupy the whole; as my 
dear mother used to say when we had 
our quiet hour for coffee and cake. 
She would begin filling my cup with 
coffee. I would say, “It’s full! Stop!” 
She would continue pouring until the 
cup would run over and a portion 
would be in the saucer, saying, “Tt’s 
not full until it runs over.” So it is 
with the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 
Not only is one filled until one can- 
not receive more, but those around 
will also feel the effects of the out- 
pouring. 


I. THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT ON THE DAY OF PENTE- 
COST AND THE INFILLING 
TODAY 


1. They Were Obedient; Nothing Can 
Take the Place of Obedience 


Jesus had told them to return to 
Jerusalem and “TARRY UNTIL.” 
There is no use going one inch 
farther unless you are absolute in 
your obedience to the command of 
Jesus! There is no use for pretense. 
He knows the thoughts and the in- 
tents of our hearts. If we are obedi- 
ent, His Word teaches us, “For the 
promise (Holy Ghost) is unto you and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call,” Acts 2:39. 


2. They Went Up into an Upper Room. 
Acts 1:13 


They were not in the cellar of de- 
spair, neither were they contaminated 
with any damp, dark, musty or un- 
derground affairs.

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FINAL REPORT ON OUR CEN- 
TRAL AMERICAN MIS- 
SION TOUR

Our last article was written from 
Guatemala City, Central America, 
where we svent two weeks’ with 
Brother P. D. Hoggatt and wife, our 
new Guatemalan missionaries. Broth- 
er Hoggatt is assistant overseer of 
our mission work in the Republic of 
Guatemala and is doing a good work. 
Sister Hoggatt, former student-teach- 
er in the Bible Training School, will 
be remembered as Jane Hart. 

During the time of our visit with 
Brother and Sister Hoggatt we held a 
week’s meeting in the Guatemala 
City mission of the Church of God. 
The work was formerly registered as 
the National Evangelical Mission and 
since uniting with the Church of God 
about a year and a half ago, forty of 
the members of the congregation 
numbering about one hundred and 
twenty, have received the Baptism of 
the Holy Ghost and Brother Hoggatt 
had baptized eighty-three in water by 
immersion. President Ubico gave them 
a lot for the church and they have 
already started building. 

Before coming to Guatemala City 
for my last meeting, I spent about 
two weeks with Brother C. T. Fur- 
man and wife in Kezaltenango. 
Brother Furman, who is serving as 
overseer of the work in Guatemala, is 
a pioneer missionary, having spent 
more than twenty years on the field 
in that territory and is doing a good 
work yet. Sister Furman is a real mis- 
sionary likewise and is a great bless- 
ing to the work. We had planned for 
our annual conference in Chuicaca 
Totonicapan Department, as has been 
the custom for years, but had to post- 
pone the meeting on account of an 
epidemic of deadly typhus fever that 
wiped out about twenty members of 
said congregation. In fact, there were 
a great many deaths throughout the 
country and we had to limit our ac- 
tivities to visiting some of our larger 
congregations in the main centers, 
and felt very thankful to God because 
we ourselves escaped. 


From Guatemala we went on south 
to San Salvador, the capital of the 
Republic of El Salvador, but only 
spent two nights there as Brother 
Frederic Mebius had announced a 
week’s meeting in our central mission 
at El Congo. This place is in the coun- 
try and one might imagine himself 
to be in the real African Congo ex- 
cept for the absence of the colored 
people, and, of course, the Salvador- 
anians speak Spanish, which is the 
official language throughout Central 
America with the exception of British 
Honduras. Brother Mebius is the 
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founder of the work in El Salvador 
and is still quite active in spite of his 
advanced age. Brother Herbert S. Sy- 
verson is the missionary overseer, but 
he is on a furlough in the United 
States at the present and Brother 
Hoggatt is acting as overseer in his 
absence. The work in that country is 
spreading very rapidly, judging from 
what I saw and heard from our min- 
isters present with us in the El Con- 
go meetings. These meetings were 
very blessed and well attended in 
spite of the rainy season, with heavy 
downpours nearly every day. We 
made the trip over to El Salvador by 
plane so as to be in Mexico City with 
Brother Cross at the general fellow- 
ship meeting. We had a novel experi- 
ence flying over the fiery crater of the 
famous volcano Santa Maria in Guat- 
emala and on the way down to San 
Salvador the volcano Izalco let loose 
with tremendous explosion at the mo- 
ment our plane soared by, throwing 
out tons of volcanic ash and lava, 
with flames of fire and smoke that 
should make any infidel believe in the 
Bible doctrine that refers to the place 
called hell. 

We took the train through Mexico 
and the reunion there, celebrating 
the union of the National Christian 
Church of the Assemblies of God in 
Mexico with the Church of God, was 
certainly blessed of God and should be 
long remembered by all those present, 
as a time of refreshing from the pres- 
ence of the Lord. From Mexico City 
we came on home to Lynwood, Cali- 
fornia, in time to attend the last part 
of the wonderful revival being held in 
the church at East Los Angeles by 
Rev. and Mrs. R. B. Jackson. These 
fine preachers have had a great many 
years’ experience in the evangelistic 
field and have lately cast their lot 
with us. Welcome! Brother and Sis- 
ter Jackson, and may the reclining 
years of your lives be your best ones 
for God and His Church! 


WILLING WORKERS BUILD

The L. W. W. B. of Greenville No. 1, 
after working under the faithful 
leadership of their good president, 
Sister Codie Hix, had a strong desire 
to build a church in India where 
hungry souls might find food, where 
weary, faint ones might find comfort 
and rest in a land of darkness where 
the wonderful light of God’s love 





might shine down into hearts, heath- 
en hearts, bound by superstition and 
demons. We had heard the story from 
our precious missionaries who had 
braved the storms of life to bring 
light to this benighted place, where 
there was never enough food to satis- 
fy, never enough plain rice to satisfy 
the gnawing pangs of hunger. So 
many were diseased until our mis- 
sionaries’ baby was never allowed to 
paddle in the warm sand barefoot due 
to the germs in the earth caused by 
treading feet. 

Oh how God was speaking to our 
hearts to help. We responded. We 
said, “Yes,” but it seemed at first in 
the future but not now. We first said, 
“Yes, we can build it in a year,” but 
the vision became greater, our hearts 
more touched, the church a little 
nearer.

The 
King’s business requires haste, so we 
said, “Now, not a year from now, but 
now.” 

It was time for our quarterly busi- 
ness meeting. We all came together 
and Sister Hix suggested we bring our 
money together and see what we had.

It was 
time for the election of the new offic- 
ials. We met in the small auditorium 
of the church with our new and es- 
teemed pastor, Brother Houston R. 
Morehead, also Brother and Sister 
Case. It seemed God was hovering 
over us from the very beginning. We 
hurried through the business session, 
then had some remarks from Brother 
and Sister Case. Then Brother More- 
head gave the most inspiring talk a 
group of L. W. W. B. members could 
ever hear. 

We caught a greater vision through 
that short message than we had be- 
fore.

close his great sermon he said: “For

been the winner. Cognizant of his po- 
sition, he exclaimed, “I have fought a 
good fight.” He had come to the end of 
earth’s race course as a “runner” and 
as a fighter against his foe; he had 
fought well and had won. With this 
knowledge at heart, he said, “I am 
now ready to be offered ...I have 
kept the faith: Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness, which the Lord the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all them 
also that love his appearing.” All of us 
may have this “incorruptible crown.” 
But if we are to obtain it, we must 
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“run” and we must fight a “good 
fight.” If we look behind us at the 
things of the world, we will be en- 
tangled in our minds; faith will fall 
and it will become impossible to move 
on toward the goal. We must, if nec- 
essary, “press” forward, and certain- 
ly we must “run,” and there will be 
times when we will have to “fight” 
whether we like it or not.

for a crime of great magnitude, as dis- 
turbers of the peace. 

“May it please the court, what did 
I hear read? Did I hear it distinctly, 
or was it a mistake of my own? 
Preaching the gospel of the Son of 
God?” 

Amid a silence that could be felt, 
Patrick Henry waved the indictment 
three times around his head and ex- 
claimed, “Great God!” At this point 
the audience relieved their feelings 
by a burst of sighs and tears. 

The orator continued, “May it please 
your worships, in a day like this, when 
truth is about to burst her fetters; 
when mankind is about to be aroused 
to claim his natural and inalienable 
rights, when the yoke of oppression 
that has reached the wilderness of 
America, and the unnatural alliance 
of ecclesiastical and civil power is 
about to be dissevered—at such a pe- 
riod when liberty—liberty of con- 
science, is about to awake from her 
slumbering, and inquire into the rea- 
son of such changes as I find exhibit- 
ed here today in this indictment. . .” 
Here another of his appalling pauses— 
“If I am not deceived, according to the 
contents of the paper I now hold in 
my hand, these men are accused of 
preaching the gospel of the Son of 
God!” 

He waved the document three times 
around his head, as though still lost 
in wonder, and then with the same 
electric attitude of appeal to heaven 
he gasped, “Great God!” This was fol- 
lowed by another burst of feeling 
from the spectators, and against this, 
the master of effect plunged into the 
tide of his discourse.
